Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 



temperature is between 0 to 25° C and at the pH of 1 to 4. This step is essential 
because the reaction process at a high temperature and a high pH may increase the 
unwanted by-products.
